A very apparently trifling 
thing is often enoug h to spoil a great 
one; hence the val u e of a strict d aily in- 
jpection on the part of heads of house­ 
holds. 
Iced dishes m ust be cold and daintily 
dished, the decoration being so carefully 
managed that, thoug h pretty and artis­ 
tic, it should not g ive a sug g estion of 
fingering.

The lesson of bicycle at^i dents 
is plain and trite, but it w ill bear re­ 
peating — alw ays dism ount at tlio slig h t­ 
est apprehension of danger.

But the bicycle army lias other diffi­ 
culties. One rider whose business neces­ 
sitates his g oing through a notorious 
tenem ent house district tw ice a week 
has g iven up m aking the trip on his 
w heel because of the cam paig n w ag ed 
ag ainst him by sm all boys.

The poor and low ly Italian seems to 
be g etting along these hard tim es after 
a fashion.

Italy em ploys 125 bootblacks to work 
for him on various ferryboats around 
New York, and his income during the 
busy season amounts to hundreds of dol­ 
lars a week.

One of these little boot­ 
blacks w ho has bei-n in this country only 
two years told the w riter yest* relay how 
he somet im es g ot ahead of his boss.

g ives me $5.5U a week, and 1 g ive half 
-if that to a woman where 1 live. I save 
th« ' rest, and w hen I g et enough I am 
g oing back to Italy. Some weeks I make 
and st me wee ks I may make $10 and 
$14 
Every nig ht when I get through the 
boss goes threug h my clothes and takes 
all the m oney I make. He looks through 
all my pockets and in my hat and my 
shot's. 
Som etim es men g ive me money 
for m yself. If tho boss finds it, he takes 
it. When I make a lot of money, I hide 
it under a stone in the street w hen I get 
off the b oat 
The boas goes through my 
clothes, and then I come back and find 
the money. 
I have g ot $100 in the sav­ 
ings bank now'. 
When 1 g et a little 
1 more, 1 am g oing back to Italy where 
my father ia 
The women work there. 
The men don’t have to work so hard.”

In one of his letters to Motley, John 
Stuart Mill, that English friend of the 
United States, deplored “ the fatal be­ 
lief of your public that anybody is fit 
for 
anything ” This optimistic conceit was 
no doubt dev eloped by tho practice of 
the earlier Americans, who turned their 
hands to anything, and, thanks to the 
bounty of a v irgin continent, generally 
with good results. 
But progress has 
giv < n rise to specialization, and the 
American, like the European, has be­ 
come a specialist. 
He is learning to do 
one thing well. 
Already the “ fatal belief" deprecated 
by Mill has disappeared from business 
where it means rum and bankruptcy, 
and from manufacturing and transpor­ 
tation where it means arson and m ur­ 
der. 
But it still surv iv es in our admin­ 
istration of public affairs, where the ev il 
consequences, though greater, are not so
